Ado Lang Testifies He Was 
Made Director When He Put 
$121 More in Company. 


KEEP CROWD TITTERING 
Declares at Trial of Lansdowne 


Promoters He Spent $11.30 
for Coal to Heat Studio. 


Ado Lang, former night watchman in 
a packing plant. kept a crowd in titters 
in Justice Townsend’s court in East St. 
Louis today as he sorrowfully related 
how he had spent every cent he had, 
$221, in an effort to finance the Lans- 
downe Photoplay Co. and the Ham-Ex 
Film Co. He was appearing as the 
prosecuting witness at the preliminary 
hearing of Mr. and Mrs. George Harry 
Hamilton of 2031 Park avenue, St, Louis. 
charged witn operating a confidence 


game. Haniliten is president and his 


wife secretary and treasurer of the mo- 
tion picture concerns. 

Lang, who lives at 1630 St. Louis 
avenue, in East St. Louis, said he haa 
been unemployed and applied at the 
studio, in Lansdowne Park, on Jan. 4 
for a job, in answer to an advertise- 
ment. He said Hamilton offered him 
a place as “superintendent of the 
studio;”’, at $50 a month salary, pro- 
vided fie would buy $300. stock in the 
Lansdowne Photoplay Co. 

Takes Look Around. 

“Tl told Hamilton I would take a 
look around and see how I liked the 
place,” Lang testified. “I went into 
the woods with a gang of actors and 
actresses to look at places that would 
be suitable for taking pictures of 
‘The Old Armchair,’ the photoplay to 
be produced. We found plenty of 
wood places, but didn’t take any pic- 
tures. 

“Upon my return, Hamilton 
how I liked it. ‘It looks good,’ I re- 
plied; ‘but I want to sleep over it.” Nex: 
day, on a Tuesday, I took $100 to the

“*¥You'’re just the kind of man we're 
looking for,’ Hamilton told me  oirs. 
Hamilton said that if my work as su- 
perintendent improved, I would be put 
on as an actor at 50 cents an hour. 
That® sounded good. I got the job as 
superintendent. 

“Three days later Hamilton wanted 
more money. I got $0 from the bans 
and gave it to him. It was getting 
cold, so I bought $11.30 worth of coal to 
heat the studio. 

“Two. weeks later Hamilton said he 
just had to have more money. I told 
him I only had $10.8 left in the bank. 
‘Every little bit helps,’ Hamilton re- 
plied. ‘Go get it.’ 

Down to Last 85 Cents, 

“I got it, but kept the 85 cents for 
carfare. Several days later Hamil- 
ton said we'd have to close down if 
he didh’t get more money. I had 35 
cents left, but told him that some 
people were owing me, and that I 
might be able to collect some money, 
but that if I went out collecting I 
couldn’t get down to the studio by 9 
a. m. 

“*l don’t care if you don’t get down 
by 2:30, just so you bring the money,’ 
Hamilton told me.’ 

Lang said he collected $50, gave it to 
Hamilton, and that Hamilton then made 
him a member of the Board of Direc- 
tors, and said that that increased his 
salary $10 a month. Mrs. Hamilton, he 
said, gave him 4% shares of Lansdowne 
Photoplay stock, par value $10 a share. 

Later Hamilton asked him to bring 
back the stock, he testified, promising 
to reissue him 25 shares of Lansdowne 
Photoplay and 25 shares of Ham-Ex 
stock. The Lansdowne Photoplay Co. 
is a $2500 Illinois corporation, capital 
stock partly paid up, and the Ham-Ex 
is a $100,000 corporation, chartered in 
Delaware, where one is not required to 
have the capital stock paid up. , 

Lang testified he had been pushing 
Hamilton for his wages, never having 
received any, and that he had told 
Hamilton that he was “bled out” and 
didn’t even have carfare to get to 
work. Lang lived two miles from the 
studio, and didn’t want to walk. 

“We haven't either,” Lang says 
Hamilton declared. “We haven't got 
a thing. The money will come in some 
time. Don’t worry. We will make 
$100,000 next summer.” 


Lang declared the Hamiltons kept 
his old stock, and never reissued the 
new stock, as promised. It was on 
this declaration that he last week 
caused Hamilton’s arrest on a charge 
of operating a confidence game. 

Hamilton’s lawyer asked Lang if the 
filing by Lang of an attachment suit 
two weeks ago didn't halt the progres: 
of filming “The Oid Armchair.”” Lang 
said it did not. ‘‘They had been wait- 
ing for a good day," he said, ‘and one 
ceme before I filed ~ttachment suit, bux 
they didn't have any film to take pic- 
tures with.”’

President Emphatic for Vote. 

In his talk with Representative Flood, 
who called at the White House today, 
the President said flatly that what was 
wanted was a vote on the McLemore 
resolution or a similar one. He made 
it plain that he wanted the armed ship 
agitation disposed of once and for all, 
so it will not come up later to embar- 
rass the diplomatic negotiations. 

Reports to the administration today 
were that yesterday 10 members of the 


vor of reporting out the McLemore res- 
olution to warn Americans off armed 
ships, and nine members were against 
it. There are 21 members of the com- 
mittee. Some of those who expressed 
opinions were opposed to the McLemore 
resolution because it contains expres- 
sions not. connected directly with the 
issue on which the President insists on 
a vote.

A meeting of the committee, which 
was to have been held this morning, 
was postponed until 3 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon, when Chairman Flood will de- 
liver the President’s message. The Pres- 
ident was prepared to see any members, 
if necessary. Flood said on his return 
to the Capitol that he believed some 
resolution acceptatble to the President 
would be agreed upon in the Foreign 
Affairs Committee today. 

Called “Soft Soap” Resolution. 


Administration officials characterized 
the proposed vote of confidence as ‘a 
soft soap” resolution to indorse the 
President and at the same time warn 
Americans of armed ships. They reit- 
erated that no such resolution would be 
satisfactory. 

“This is a clear-cut issue,” said one 
administration official, ‘‘and we do not 
want it muddled.” 

There were some indications, accord- 
ing to these officials, that the Presi- 
dent’s stand was having the desired 
effect on the House. They felt that 
the Rules Committee was ready to act 
and that the only possible obstacle now 
was in the Foreign Affairs Committee. 

If the Foreign Affairs Committee con- 
tinues to put off bringing the issue be- 
fore the House, the Rules Committee

on armament of merchant ships. It was 
sald that the Italian Government's re- 
ply to the American memorandum is not 
final and that its formal answer will be 
a joint one with its allies. 

The information being presented now, 
it was said, was a statement of the rea- 
sons which had actuated Italy to arm 
Italian merchantships, which hitherto 
had carried no guns. 


HOGS SELL FOR $9, HIGHEST 
PRICE IN MORE THAN YEAR 


National Stockyards Dedlers Predict 
Values Will Go to $10 Because 
ef Light Receipts. 

Hogs were selling at $9 a hundred 
pounds at the National Stockyards, East 
St. Louis, today. This is the highest 
price in more than a year, stockyard 
officials said. The highest price ever 
paid at the National Stockyards was 

$11.15, in March, 1910. 

The present high price, stockyard of- 
ficials said, is due to a _ shortage of 
hogs. The farmers’ desire to sell their 
hogs last fall resulted in the largest fal! 
receipts at the National Stockyards in 
its history. Last fall the daily receipts 
were more than 20,000 hogs, while today’: 
receipts were 12,000, which is above the 
average for the last few weeks. 

Dealers said the price, which has 
jumped from $7.60 since the first of the 
year, is likely to go to $10.

of the memorial with all possible en- 
ergy. 

That is the impression I gain in all 
quarters. The desire to avoid renewed 
complications with America still exists 
but the hope that some clear under- 
standing will be arrived at with Wasii- 
ington for the protection of American 
citizens, reducing the danger to them +) 
a minimum, has all but been given up. 

New View Taken, . 

The impatience to hear from Wash- 
ington is giving way to a growing ccn- 
viction that nothing will be done there, 
an! that the United States will “‘con- 
tinue to permit Americans to act as 
shields for the Britis. against Ger:nan 
submarines and constitute themselves 
protecting angels for British ships." 

Just how far Secretary Lansing’s at- 
titude has anything to do with it, I 
cannot say, but there has been a change 
in public sentiment within the last few 
days. The tide is setting in for a pros- 
ecution of the submarine war against 
England in the most rigorous manner. 
regardless of Washington, in a way 
that it is doubtful if the Governmert 
can stem, even if the price of such 4a 
campaign be a rupture with America. 

To get an idea of public opinion out- 
side the press expressions, I have, in 
the last few days, talked with persons 
in almost every walk of life. With but 
one exception they demand that consid- 
eration for Washington cease, and that 
the submarine war begin against £n- 
gland relentlessly, with every means at 
Germany's command. 


Brake on Germany. 
The attitude Is taken that while on 


the one hand it has been giving every 
aid and assistance to England, the 
Washington Government, on the other 
hand, has been a “brake’’ on Germany, 
seeking to restrain and restrict Ger- 
many’s war against England; that the 
nation is prepared to take the conse- 
quences if Washington gives Count vcn 
Bernstorff his passports, in! that aft- 
er Germany’s every offer to safeguard 
American iife in a manner which would 
not interfere with the war against En- 
gland having been ignored or refurcd, 
the moral responsibility of such a break 
would rest upon Washington. 

Secretary Lansing’s “altered” refusal 
to settle the Lusitania case now, and 
his making it dependent upon Ger- 
many’s new submarine war, is more or 
less resented as a “‘club’”’ with which, it 
is declared, he is trying to “frighter 
Germany.’ In the mind of everybody 
with whom I have talked ts the deep- 
rooted conviction that the Washington 
Government dosn’t want Hngland «ue- 
feated, to which, it is affirmed, the 
submarines under the new plan will 
contribute largely.

The Moewe, it is said, was taken by 
the British cruisers to the Island, of 
Trinidad.

Germans in 1914 Preved Heights 
Were Not Impregnablic, 

BERLIN, via London, Mareh 2?.— 
While in the battle of Verdun atten- 
tion is concentrated chiefly on the 
Spectacular German attack from the 
north against the permanent fortress 
lines, the offensive from the east is 
no less deserving of notice. 3 

To one familiar with this country. 
which the Associated Press corre- 
gpondent visited in September, 1914, 
during the thrust leading to the cap- 
ture of St. Mihiel and the reduction 
of several other barrier forts in the 
line of Verdun-Toul, the offensive 
from this direction might seem so 
impracticable and hopeless as to be 
almost foolhardy. The so-called Cotes 
Lorraine, a lofty plateau serving as 
a watershed between the Meuse and 
Moselle, rises abruptly from the flat 
plain to a height of 300 to 600 feet. 
The plateau, apparently the product 
of a geological fault, runs north and 
south. Between Verdun and Towl the 
slopes seemingly are as steep as the 
sides of a house. The few roads cross- 
ing the Cotes are af a serpentine 
order. 

The Germans proved in 1914, how- 
ever, that this tremendous natural 
rampart is not impregnable. Gen. 
Strand'’s army carried the heights 
on a 15-mile front between Combres 
and Apremont, although the steep 
slopes were defended by triple rows 
of trenches which were able to fire 
one above the other, and by other 
formidable artillery posted in 
shelter of the plateau above. 


The new advance has brought the 
Germans to the foot of the Cotes 
from Combres north to Blanzee, east 
of Verdun.

Concern Owned Supply That 
Caused Blast in Maplewood, 
Killing Two. 


‘A large quantity of dynamite, belong- 
ing to the Cooney Construction Co. is 
stored in a shed on Unter den Linden 
street, standing on the city boundary 


line, partly in the city and partly in St. | 


Louis County, according to a complaint 
forwarded to Chief Young today by 
Capt. Schwarz of the Mounted Police 
District. 

The Cooney company was the owner 
of the dynamite which exploded in Ma- 
plewood Monday afternoon, killing two 
wonien, injuring 60 other persons and 
wrecking ll dwellings. 

Jurisdiction Is Involved. 

Caps. Schwarz said a patrolman found 
the shed locked, but looked in through 
a crack and saw it. to be filled with 
cases of dynamite. The company had a 
shed three months ago near Common- 
wealth avenue, 10 feet inside the city 
line, and Capt. Schwarz learned at that 
time that it contained 1000 pounds of 
‘dynamite, which he compelled the com- 
pany to remove. Irom the report made 
to him, he believes that the shed on 
Unter den Linden street contains about 
the same amount of explosive. 

The location of the shed on the city 
line tends to confuse the question of 
jurisdiction. Chief Young said a survey 
wou'ld -be made, if necessary, to deter- 
mine whether any part of the shed was 
within the city, and that if so, it would 
have to be removed. Unter den Linden 
street is in the vicinity of the suburb 
of Greenwood, near the River des Peres. 
A number of dwellings are near enough 
to the shed to be damaged if it should 
blow up. : 

A city ordinance prohibits the storing 
of explosives within the city. There is 
no effective State law on the subject.

Louis Republican City Committee and 
president of the Tower Grove Bank, de 
nied. today that he was in partnersh'p 
with Cooney, but said he had backed 
the Cooney company financially. 

The March home was a two-and- 
a-half story frame house. No one 
was injured there. 

The inquest began yesterday at 
Maplewood into the death of Mrs. 
Emma Evans of 7242 Sarah street 
and Miss Effie Barnett, a maid in the 
home of E. A. Chenery, 7207 Anna 
avehue, was continued to Saturday. 
The testimony of Cooney and others 
yesterday . was that the explosion 
must have been caused by fire, as the 
shed was seen to be burning before 
th: explosion.

Phillips said the mixed block 
nance probably would be tested by an 
injunction proceeding against Building 
Commissioner McKelvey in an effort to 
prevent him from using public money 
in carrying out the provisions of the 
ordinance which requires him to make a 
map of the city showing the white, ne- 
gro.,and mixed blocks. 

McKelvey said that he had no funds 
with which to comply with the ordi- 
nance, and that he did not expect to do 
anything toward carrying out its provi- 
sions until a -special appropriation was 
made by the Board of Aldermen for the 
purpose.

N. a dispatch from London printed in 

the Post-Dispatch yesterday, Lord 
Robert Cecil, Minister of War Trade, 

is reported to have issued the fol- 

lowing statement with reference to the 


j alleged instructions to merchantmen to 


take the offensive against submarines: 
“The British view has always lLeen 
that defensively armed merchantmen 
must not on submarines, or any 
other warships, except in self-defensc. 
The Germans have twisted a passage 
in a document taken* from a transport, 
which they sank, 
merchant vessels bave instructions to 
take the offensive. This is not so. 
“The passage in question, which lays 
down a maximum distance beyond 
which merchant ships are advised not 
to fire, must be read in conjunction 
with another passage which makes it 
perfectly clear that merchant vessels 
must not attack until a submarine 
rhows unmistakable hostile intentions.’’ 


Reported Instructions. 
The instructions are ie Peieas to be as 


follows: 

“If a defensively armed vessel is pur- 
sued by a submarine, the master has 
two alternatives: (a) to open fire at 
long range immediately it becomes cer- 
tain the subniarine really is in pursuit, 
(b, to restrain fire until certain the 
submarine has come into range, say 380 
yards, at which the fire 
be effective. In view of the great dif- 
ficulty of distinguishing between a 
fricndly submarine at long range, it ‘1s 
strongly recommended that course ‘b’ 
should be adopted by all defensively 
urmed ships.’ 

It is difficult to forin any other judg- 
ment upon. these instructions than that 
armed merchantmen are to resist sub- 
riarines, and the only qualifications are 
that resistance shall begin either at 
long range or at shorter and more ef- 
fective range. 

If the resistance take place at the 
moment an enemy periscope appears, 
such action actually amounts to an of- 
fensive hostile operation, relieving the 
submarine from all responsibility § in 
avercoming that violence. In addition, 
it may place the members of the crew 
outside the protection of the laws of 
war and may justify their courtmar- 
tial and execution as unlawful com: 
batants. They are lawful combatants

Practice of the British. 

That this is the practice of British 
merchantmen generally, may be seen 
from the following quotation from the 
London Times of Feb. 10, written by its 
naval correspondent: 

“The number ot cases in which mer- 
chant ships have put up a good fight 
against submarines is increasing and 
successful escapes of liners, owing to 
their carrying a gun, are more fre- 
quent. Not all such encounters got 
into the papers, but within the ldyt few 
week three good examples, among 
others, have been made known. 

“The P. and O. steamer Kashgar, 
when off Malta on her way to India, 
saw a submarine’s periscope and firel 
at it, obliging the boat to dive. It 
reappeared on the’ opposite side of the 
liner and was again fired at, if not 
hit, when the submarine dived end was 
seen no more. The Ellerman lir-er City 
of Marseilles also had a similar en- 
counter off the Sardinian coast 10 days 
earlier. In her case, the submarine 
cpened fire githout any warning, but 
after two shots the liner’s gun got to 
work and discharged eight shells at the 
U boat, after which the latter disap- 
y eared. 


owned by the Trans- 
ports Maritimes, which on Jan. 27 sight- 
ed a submarine half a mile away. Fire 
was opened from the stern of, the steam- 
er, and the hostile craft, believed to be 
struck in a vital part, soon dived and 
made off. 

“The action of the Clan Mactavish, 
though it did not meet with the success 
it deserved, points to the readiness with 
which the merchant seamen can attack 
when threatened. Her captain and crew 
fought in a manner which might well 
have been successful had their assail- 
ant been = submarine. but which was 
unavailing against the more heavily 
armed raider.”’ 

“Mere Shadow of a Right.” 

When it is considered that. under 
these circumstances, the German subma- 
rine owes no duty to the protection of 
crew and passengers, that the resistance 
of the merchantman has’ forfeited that 
protection, that the merchantman has 
the right to resist, though not to ini- 
tiate attack, the contention of the United 
States Government that tle ri hts of its 
citizens to travel upon suc’ vessels shall 
not be abridged will be seen*o have be- 
come a mere shadow of a right. 

These merc’. nt ships cannot be con- 

sidered warships in the sense that neu- 
trals may regulate their visit and so- 
journ, but are rather merchant ships 
exercising a lawful right of resistance 
and, perhaps, also, exceeding that right 
at times in offensive action. They are 
not commissioned or under the control 
of a naval officer, but are primarily en- 
gaged in commerce. 
The logical solution of the problem 
so far as the rights of United States 
citizens to travel on such vessels is 
concerned, would seem to be, not a 
warning to them against traveling on 
such vessels, but the dissemination of 
information making it plain that they 
can look to the United States for pro- 
tection only when the vessel upon which 
they are traveling has submtited peace- 
ably to the submarine.

MARTIN H. GLYNN 
ANSWERS ROOT'S 
RECENT ADDRESS 


Declares “Former Dove of 


Peace” Has Become a 


and Is Trying to Incite the 
President to Incendiarism 
in a World Afire. 


SAYS WAR IS ALWAYS 
LAST RESORT OF U. S. 


Declares Answer to Belgium 
Contentions Is Republican 
Inactivity as to Kishineff, 
Macedonia, Congo, Korea 
and Morocco. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., March 2.—Former 
Gov. Martin H. Glynn, at the Democrat- 
ie State conference here last night, gave 
his party’s answer jo the speech of for- 
mer United States Senator Elihu Root 
before the Republican State convention 
several weeks ago. Taking up Root’s 
charges against the present national ad- 
ministration he answered each point. He 
also took Root to task for his speeches 
in the United States Senate and for his 
ects as Secretary of State. 

Glynn replied to Root’s reference to 
the Federal reserve act. He charged 
Root as Senator opposed the passage of 
the measure. 

“This law,’’ continued Glynn, “is one 
of the greatest achievements of any ad- 
ministration in the last 50 years. Why, 
there never has been a finer exhibition 
of foresight and statesmanship than 
that exhibited by the President in insist- 
ing upon the passage of the Federal re- 
serve act. 

The Underwood tariff law has “‘stim- 
ulated American industry,” the former 
Governor declared, and he blamed the 
foreign war for the de-zlinc in imports. 
Denying that Root was the “keeper of 
national honor,’’ Glynn said: 

“For years Mr. I.oot has been the 
Star performer at peace conferences, 
and yet he cond-mns President Wilson 
for maintaining peace. For years Mr. 
Root has been acclrimc~ as an apostle 
of peace, cnd in 1912 --as awarded the 
Nobel prize for the promotion of peace, 
but now he sallies forth as a irum ani 
trumpet statesman. 

“From a cooing dove of peace Mr. 
Root suddenly transforms himself into a 
swooping hawk of war. 

“Years ago enthusiasts in Bohemia 
took the skin of John Ziska, the pa- 
triot, and stretched it as a drum head 
to rouse their followers to war. So, 
today, Elihu Root would stretch the 
skin of th» victims of the Lusitania, the 
skin of the victims of Belgium into a 
drum head to rouse the kindly senti- 
ment of sympathy into the cruel frenzy 
of war. Mr. Root may beat his drum 
head and blare his trumpet, but Presi- 
dent Wilson will go right on winning 
the plaudits of the American people by 
appealing to reason, humanity and com- 
mon sense and by keeping the United 
States the uncompromising champion of 
the neutral world and the undaunted 
maintainer of the principles which have 
| gulded this nation since 1776.”’ 


President’s Foreign Policy. 
In his foreign policy the President, 


Glynn said, was following the example 
of Washington, John Adams, Jefferson, 
Lit:coln and Grant. 

“The President,’’ he declared, “has 
only shaken his finger. When he has 
i>. shake his fist the world will find 
it mailed. 

“The Presijent stands where George 
Washington stood in 1793. When En- 
gland, in the war with France, seized 
and held hundreds of vessels floating 
the Stars and Stripes, he prepared for 
war. He built ships, he erected forts; 
but he did vot shoot. He settled our 
differences with Iingland by negotia- 
fion, just as Woodrow Wilson is trying 
to do today. And here, parenthetically, 
let me remark that while Secretary of 
State Elihu Root, in a speech in Ar- 
gentina, practically repeated the great 
sentiment of Charles Sumner. Wash- 
ington upholding the feaceful neutral- 
ity of this country, while he met un- 
moved thé clamor of the people wick- 
edly crying for war, is a greater man 
than Washington crossing the Delaware 
or taking Cornwallis’ sword at York- 
town. Yet Mr. Root condemns Mr. Wil- 
son for the very policy for which he 
praised George Washington. 


; War Only as Last Resort. 
“If Mr. Root will turn to the Declara- 


tion of Independence, he will find a 
reminder that this is a country which 
resorts to war only after every other 
form of redress has failed. 

“He will find that before the Amer- 
ican colonies drew the pistol they 
warned, reminded, appealed and con- 
jured the British Government to dis- 


javow the usurpation of which they com- 


plained. Then, as now, a race of free- 
men claimed the right to be patient, 
and now, as then, a race of freemen 
will not falter in a final appeal! to arms 
should their patience be exhausted and 
all other means of asserting their right 
be in vain.- As a nation, we deprecate 
the waste, the horror, the ufireason of 
war, because we are masters of our 
own destiny. 

“The efforts of politicians like Mr. 
Root to make political capital out of 
the course which President Wilson 
deemed it wise for this nation to fol- 
low in reapect to Belgium during the 
early stages of the present war, deserve, 
end will receive, unqualified condem- 
nation and rebuke at the hands of the 
most right-thinking and patriotic Amer- 


ican. 

“No fairminded man can question the 
wisdom and integrity of our Belgian 
policy.” 

Former Governor Glynn declared that 
Root himegelf, as Secretary of State, 
adopted the same policy in handling the 
Japanese-Korean situation, despite the 
protests of Korea against the domina- 
tion of Japanese and despite a treaty 
between Korea and the United States. 

“fhe insincerity of the Republican 


party,” the speaker said, “in its, Bel-

gian attitude is shown by the words of 
Mr, Taft and Mr. Roosevelt, and by 
its. record between 1901 and 1909. In 1903 
occurred the massacre at Kishineff, and 
for many years after 1903 Macedonia 
ran red with blood; in 1905 the horrors 
of the Congo were officially published;

ZONE FLOURISHES 


Federal Agent Martin Points to 
Gains in Bank Clearings 
Throughout District. 


The February report of William McC. 

Martin, Federal Reserve Agent for the 
St. Louis district, published in the bulle- 
tins issued by the Federal Reserve 
Board at Washington today, indicates 
that business is flourishing in all the 
States and districts embraced in the 
territory of the St. Louis Federal Re- 
Serve Bank. 
The report shows the important fact 
that banks have not reduced their in- 
‘terest rates to customers. When the 
banks and trust companies in St. Louis 
recently reduced the interest rate to 
Savings depositors, and ceased to pay 
interest on daily balances of less than 
$500, it was announced that this was 
made necessary by the lower rates of 
interest. 
The St. Louis district embraces all 
but the extreme western section of Mis- 
sourl, takes in Southern Illinois, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Arkansas and por- 
tions of Indiana and Mississippi.. The 
report is compiled by Martin upon di- 
rect information received from authori- 
tative sources throughout the district. 
Here is his review of the business sit- 
uation: 
“Reports from various business in- 
terests in this district indicate a degree 
of prosperity which has been unknown 
for several years. The dry goods mar- 
ket is firm, with a marked scarcity in 
certain lines and with a general tend- 
ency toward higher prices. The large 
wholesale dry goods houses in St. Louis 
and other cities show important gains 
in shipments this January as compared 
to the same period in several previous 
years, One house reports a gain in 
shipments of over $600,000 in January; 
another reports a gain of $1,250,000 since 
Dec. 1, 

Shoe Industry Shows Increase. 
“The large shoe manufacturers re- 
port similar increases, one company 
reporting a gain of over $500,000 in 
shipments in January.- The millinery, 
clothing, hats, woodenware and hard- 


ware interests report similar gains. 
One large manufacturer of roofing 
reports that 1915 was the biggest 


year in the history of the company 
and expects that 1916 will again 
break the record, 

“The building interests and allied 
lines show the effect of the increase 
in building which has been so pro- 
nounced in the last 60 days. Manufac- 
turers generally report an increase in 
prices of raw materials; and there is 
a scarcity in many lines. The prices 
of drugs have steadily increased. 
“One of the largest manufacturers 
of envelopes in the United States is 
located in this district, and this com- 
pany reports a scarcity of paper 
available for its product. Quotations 
cn certain grades of paper are made 
by telegraph and all prices are sub- 
ject to change without notice. 
“There hag been a marked decrease 
in applications for aid from organ- 
ized charities in St. Louis. Reports 
indicate that the charities have had 
only about 75 per cent of the applica- 
tions for aid this winter as compared 
to the winter of 1914-1915. 

“The livestock situation at the Na- 
tional Stockyards, East St. Louis, IIL, 
is quieter than it has been for some 
time, as foreign governments have 
practically withdrawn from the mar- 
ket. While there have been heavy 
shipments of horses and mules during 
‘the past year from this district, fig- 
ures issued by the Government show 
that the natural production through- 
out the country has more than made | 
good the exports, 


#111,000,000 More Bank Clearings. 
“From figures available at this date, 


it appears that the winter wheat acre- 
nge has been reduced about 16 per cent 
in this district. It seems provable that 
some damage has resulted from the 
succession of severe cold. sleet and rain, 
put it is too early to estimate the extent 
of this damage. 

“The number of commercial fai!ures 
tor January 1916, shows a decrease as. 
compared tv January, 1914, or January 
1916, and would seem to reflect the 
present healthy condition of business. 
Another interesting index to present 
conditions ts found in the examination 
of the bank clearings in the principal 
cities within this distret. The gain in 
c-earings for January, 1916, as compared 


t» January. 1915, Is as follows: St. 
Louls, 20.8 per cent; Louisville, 48.5 per 
cent; Memphis, 12.1 per cent; Little 
tock, 17.7 per cent; Evansville, 65.7 ner 


cent; Paducah, 15.9 per cent. 

“In January, 1915, these cities cleared a 
total of approximately $465,000,000, and 
in January of this year their total clear. 
ings amounted to over $577,000,000, or a 
vain of over $111,000,000, 

“In spite of the marked increase :n al] 
business activity, bank reserves are 
still considerably higher than is usual! at 
this time of the year. There has heen 
10 change in rates to customers or i 
ihe commercial paper rate. Bank do- 
mands for suitable investments for thetr 
surplus funds continue active and their 
effect on the bond market is noticeavle.’’

Pou: 

We, the members of the »’. Louis 
Lutheran pastors’ conference, urge 
you to resist to the end’every effort 
to make the present differences be- 
tween our Government and Germany 
& cause of war. 

The message, signed by 33 ministers, 
was drawn up by Prof. Frederick Bente 
and the Rev. W. "i T. Dau, both of the 
faculty of Concoréta Seminary. These 
two, with President Pieper of the sem- 
inary, signed last week’ s_letter to the 
President. The argument. of the letter 
was that the Pres'dent, by his policy, 
had surrendered the right of protesting, 
in future, against the sale of munitions 
to America’s enemies by neutrals; has 
disclaimed the right of objecting to the 
carrying of munitions on passenger 
ships and has disclaimed the f-:1ture 
right to protect American ‘submarines 
against armed merchant ships. 

Prof. Bente has been active in the 
work of the so-called American Neutral- 
ity League, a local pro-German organ- 
ization, which last week demanded that 
the United States withdraw its pro- 
tection from all Americans traveling on 
ships of belligerent countries, whether 
such ships are armed or not.

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FOR PRESIDENT 


Six-Word Resolution Says: ‘“We 
Want Theodore Roosevelt 
for President.”’ 


The spirit of the Progressive party, 
as materialized at the Roosevelt din- 
ner at the Planters Hotel] last night, 
followed by the St. Louis city and 
county convention for the election of 
114 delegates to the State convention 
at Kansas City April 3, was that the 
Progressives hold the balance of polli- 
tical power in the State and Nation 
and will amalgamate with the Re- 
publican party upon the sole condi- 
tion that Theodore Roosevelt be made 
the presidential candidate of both 
parties. 

The Bull Moose, long heralded as 
dead by the Republicans, showed sur- 
prising life and enthusiasm at the 
beginning of the presidential cam- 
paign of 1916. The dinner and con- 
vention was attended by 250 party 
leaders and workers and they yelled 
like wild men at every mention of 
Roosevelt’s name. There was not a 
suggestion in any 
that any of the compromise candi- 
dates mentioned by the Republicans— 
Hughes, Root or Hadley—would be 
acceptable to the Progressives. It 
must be Roosevelt, or the Republi- 
cans could go down to defeat with 
their candidate in 1916 as they did 
with Taft in 1912, was the spirit ex- . 
pressed. 


Six Words in Resolution. 
The resolution adopted by the con- 


vention simply said: 
“We want Theodore Roosevelt 
for President.”

greatest political leaders of modern 
times. 
Judge Albert °D. Nortoni of the 
Court of Appeals, asserted that the

The party 
leaders expressed the belief that Roose- 
velt would be nominated by the Repub- 
lican national convention at Chicago, 
which meets on the same day as the 
Progressive national convention. 

Even the Missouri Republican lead- 
ers, who are trying to head off the 
Roosevelt movement, have learned that 
some of their delegates to the Repub- 
lican national convention, already clect- 
ed, will vote for Roosevelt.

ST. LOUIS’ ANNUAL BABY LOSS. 

The value of a baby’s life, according to the esti- 
mate of the New York Babies’ Welfare Associa- 
tion, is $2900. Accepting this estimate, the 1210 
babies that died in St. Louis in 1915 represented a 
loss to the city of $3,509,000. But who can figure 
the loss to the parents of these babies, in terms of 
long-drawn-out anxiety and heartrending anguish? 
Baby week, then, beginning March 4, which is to 
be kept in all the progressive cities of America, 
means very much to St. Louis. It is a time to 
take stock of our resources and our methods for 
the saving of the city’s babies. 

Mrs. Philip Fouke, chairman of the St. Louis 
Baby Week Committee, says that of the 1210 ba- 
bies that died here in 1915, 605 lost their lives 
from the ignorance of those who had the care of 
them. This ignorance can be and is being gradu- 
ally removed. Mothers can learn, without cost, 
how to care for their babies by writing to the Na- 
tional Children's Bureau of the Department of La- 
bor. If they are very poor, they can get advice 
and aid free at the various St. Louis charitable 
children’s clinics and hospitals. And they can ob- 
tain pure milk and expert advice, during the sum- 
mer, at the distributing stations for the Post-Dis- 
patch Pure Milk and Free Ite Fund. ~ 

Baby week is not a money-making week. Its 
object is educational. All mothers and others in- 
terested In young children should co-operate with 
the local Baby Week Committee to make the week 
a success and to learn as much as possible from 
the exhibits and the free lectures that will be 
given. 
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OLEAN UP THE DES PERES. 

The appropriation of $15,000 asked of the Board 
of Estimate and Appropriation by Director of 
Streets and Sewers Talbert, for work on the Des 
Peres, is the least that should be granted for this 
necessary improvement. With this amount Direc- 
tor Talbert proposes to clean the channel of snags 
and other obstructions and to straighten out some 
of the worst kinks in the troublesome stream.

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BGGS 95 PER CENT GOOD. 

We prefer that our eggs should be 100 per cent 
good. Until it is explained, the announcement of 
the Department of Agriculture that eggs must be 
95 per cent good to permit of shipment as inter- 
state commerce is somewhat alarming. What is 
really meant is that shippers who are found to 
pack more than 5 per cent of bad eggs with the 
good ones will be required to keep all their eggs 
at home. 

Be that as it may, the 5 per cent hazard is stil) 
rether disconcerting from the consumer's point of 
view. The probability, almost certainty, that 
every other dozen contains a bad one, or that one 
breakfast in the course of three weeks will bring 
tragedy—who can contemplate it with equanimity? 
It quite ruins our pleasure with eggs in toto; and 
what is breakfast without eggs, what is life with- 
out breakfast? 

Five per cent of bad eggs is a travesty on exist- 
ence as she is existed in these United States. Rot- 
ten eggs spell rotten ethics, fraud, unwholesome

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THE NEW M. A. A. CLUBHOUSE. ‘ 

The completion of the Missouri Athletic Asso- 
Ciation’s $850,000 new home places in St. Louis 
one of the most commodious, bst furnished and 
most costly structures devoted to club purposes 
ia the United States. 

While making a provision for social needs un- 
surpassed at least in this city, the organization 
is dedicated to ends more appealing and impor- 
tant. It has not permitted its social features in 
the past to obscure its prime object of promoting 
Physical culture and probably will not in the 
future.

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THE SACRED SUBMARINE. 
Befogged views utill persist in regard to the 
right of a merchant ship to carry a gun for de- 
fense and the submarine’s sacredness from attack 
by possible prey. 
Few of those who want the United States to 
rewrite international law would deny the right of 
a cargo vessel, if it could, to run away from or to 
fight off a motor boat, for instance, if such a 
eraft with a machine gun attempted to stop it on 
the high seas. Such a privilege is a natural one 
and has always existed. As lately as the Civil 
War many of our sailing ships went armed, not 
to sink pirates, but to repulse Confederate raid- 
ers. Frequently they did it. Hither merchant 
ships must continue to have this’ right or they 
must surrender immediately when hailed, no 
matter how puny the foe—even to an armed naval 
officer in a rowboat waiting in the steamer’s 
path. The captain must not even attempt to 
flee. He cannot defend the lives and property 
entrusted to his care by so much as a single 
pistol shot. 
Such practice is not defensible. If therefore 
the right is conceded to resist capture when 
deemed feasible it is immaterial so far as prin- 
ciples are concerned whether the attacking force 
comes in an airship, a surface or undersea boat, 
so long as the general rules of war are observed. 
That the submarine cannot hail a merchant 
ship, without risk, it is generally admitted, is 
its own weakness. It is no duty of any neutral 
to overcome that weakness so that it shall favor 
one nation at war and harm its opponent. Should 
the United States do what is urged, we would 
encase submarines with an armor more powerful 
than that earried by any dreadnought, while 
on the other hand we would reduce every mer- 
chantman, however peaceable its character, to 
absolute impotency.

The declaration of the Union League 
Club cf New York for universal military 
service for all able-bodied men is an ef- 
fective answer to the assertion occasion- 
ally heard that if the United States 
shouid find itself in a defensive war the 
burden fighting would be thrown‘on the 
workingmen. 

Under the unfair volunteer plan there 
may be some semblance of truth in that 
complaint. Under compulsory universal 
service, as with the Swiss system, that 
injustice would disappear. 

The Union League Club has a large 
membership of wealthy and well-to-do 
men. When they declare for compulsory 
training of all the young men of the 
nation they manifest a democratic and 
patriotic readiness to bear their share 
of the burden of national defense. It 
means that such of them as were of 
military age would be enrolled in the 
great citizen army of the republic. If 
war should come their sons, their neph- 
ews, their friends would have to go to 
the front. 

The Swiss plan carries three invaluable 
features: 

1, 1t is essentially just. The rich, the

There is one common bed for 
all—not two beds, as under the volun- 
teer plan; a bed of sacrifice for the high 
spirited volunteers and a bed of defend- 
ed ease for the shirkers in the land.

ver ini the fleld, to take cagg of them- 
selves in camp and on the march, ft is 
beyond reasonable belief that we could 
ever be assailed: and if any foreign 
power should be so reckless ag to try to 
land an. invading force upon these 
shores, the outcome would never be 
doubted for a moment. Our people would 
go calmly about their alloted industrial 
and business tasks. We should scarcely

The lessons of Europe's great war 
point impressively to our need of pre- 
paredness that will be ample to protect. 
Even such noted former peace advocates 
as Nathan Straus have been driven re- 
luctantly to that belief. 
“Now the power to do this thing—the 
power to prevent war,” declares Mr. 
Straus, “can be achieved only by the 
most thorough preparedness on the part 
of the nations that want peace and or- 
der in the werid. 
“This, I maintain, ts the overwhelm- 
werful navy and a strong army and 

e thorough equipment essential to the 
efficient use of this power. 

“We need preparedness not to fight 
battles, but to prevent battles being 
fought. * * * I deny emphatically 
that preparedness leads to war. I as- 
sert with deep conviction that thorough 


will be the best guarantee that the 
world can have va there will be no 
more wars. 

“If it is niacin. for this country to 
be threatened by war—and who may 
that it is not possible—can such a ca- 
lamity be better averted by weakness 
or by strength?’

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GORDON TELLS OF CIVIL SERVICE 


NEPOTISM IN His 
~ OFFICE IN LETTER 


Declares Son and Another Rela- 
tive Are Only Relatives He 
Ever Empoyed. 


Traveling salesmen living in St. Louis 
recently have received an undated cir- 
cular letter from State Auditor John 
P. Gordon, who is a candidate for re- 
nomination on the Democratic ticket, 
in which Gordon attempts to defend 
nepotism. 

Before being elected Auditor eight 
years ago Gordon was a traveling sales- 
man. Gordon says in his letter: 

“I am charged with nepotism, and 
from reading certain newspapers some 
people may have been led to believe 
that all the members of my immediate 
family and a great many other of my 
relatives are employed in this office. 


Outlines the Facts. 
“Now the facts are simply these: 


During the time I have had the honor 
to hold this office I have never had at 
any time more than one member of my 
family employed in this office, except 
for a period of four months in 1913, 
when I had two of them (one doing ex- 
tra work for that length of time), and 
for three and a half months of the same 
year no member of my family was in 
my employ.’ 

The auditor’s report shows that in 
1913 his son, Maurice G. Gordon, was 
bond clerk and drew $1000 in salary 
that year. About the middle of the 
year he was appointed Building and 
Loan Supervisor at a salary of $2000 
a year. 

Although the auditor says in his 
letter that in 1913 he had two of his 
family on the payroll part of the 
time, and none part of the time his 
official report does not disclose that 
he paid money in 1913 to any membe: 
of his family except his son. 

Wife's Name Appears. 

In 1914, however, the name of Gordon's 
wife, Mrs. Oma Gordon, appears on the 
payroll at a salary of $1500 a year. Gor- 
don in his letter to the traveling men 
said: . 

“T would not eniploy a member of mv 
family or anyone ejse in my office un- 
less they properly performed the service 
for which they were paid.’’ 

A year ago expert accountants, exam- 
ining the Auditor’s office, found the 
name of Mrs. Gordon on the payroll. 
Ther didn’t see Mrs. Gordon in the of- 
fice, and made inquiry regarding her. 
They reported they were informed by 


work at home. They reported the Au- 
ditor showed them an office record 
which he said was Mrs. Gordon’s work. 

The letter of the Auditor also con- 
tains a defense of his action in making 
a trip to a convention of State Audi- 
tors in Salt Lake City last July at the 
expense of the State, for which he was 
criticised.

*VE been watching Jess Willard at work and comparing him with the 
Jess Willard I saw daily in Havana before the fight with Johnson that 


In many ways he’s exactly’ the same Jess. In some others he has changed. 
He is much thicker in features, arms and body than when he fought for the 


title. 

The Tex O’Rourke, who conditioncd 
Willard for the Johnson fight, sat 
beside me, watched every move Jess 
made and declared that he is thinner 
and lighter than when he began 
training in Texas before the post- 
ponement of the Juarez match, 

In boxing Willard has even im- 
proved, although it’s difficult. to tell 
whether he will have more fighting 
effectiveness. He moves about more, 
and with a certain cocky self-confi- 
dence that he never showed before. 
When merely one of the heavyweight 
contenders Jess felt some people were 
inclined to laugh at him because he 
was so big and because he didn't frit- 
ter about like a featherweight. To- 
day he Knows that he’s champion, 
that he sets the pace in his class, that 
he’s the model to be looked up to and 
admired, that he is superior to any 
other fighter in the world, and that 
he isn’t the only man in the world 
who knows it. So he boxes without 
self-consciousness or restraint. 


And he boxes very well. He’s the 
nimblest 250-pound man that ever put 
on a glove. He’s as nimble as any 200- 
pounder might neeg to be. He doesn’t 
feel big, clumsy or awkward. 


After his workout we were talking 
in the dressing room, where Jess, 
wrapped in blankets, was waiting for 
Monahan and Hemple to give him a 
final polishing off. 


“Did you know Corbett?” asked Wil- 
lard. 


“Sure—very well,’ said I. 

“It’s funny,” said Jess. ‘“‘When I was 
a boy I used to have an idea that Cor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons were great men. 
I thought Corbett was a big man to be 
a champion, but I hear he was only a 
little fellow—somewhere around 180 
pounds.”’ 


“From 182 to 185 at Carson,” I said, 
“and Fitzsimmons weighed only 158 
when he knocked out Corbett.’’ 

Jess laughed. 

“It seems funny to me,” he chuckled, 
“little fellows like that being heavy- 
weight champions. Guess they didn’t 
have any regular heavyweights’ then. 
That was before Jeff's time. Jeff must 
have been a good one. He weighed 
around 230.” 

And Jess chuckled again and heaved 
his 260 pounds up and stalked into a 
bathroom to see if the tub was big 
enough for him to get into it. Jess in 
a bath tub is a unique sight. There 
isn’t much room for water. 


Cham pion Thinks Layer of Fat Will 
Diminish Effect of Opponent’s Blows 


ASKED Jess how he developed his 

arms, for, although always large, 
they now look like an ordinary pair of 
legs. 

“I’ve developed myself by boxing,’’ he 
said. “‘I boxed from January last year 
until the fight with Johnson, and then 
on through the season until November. 
I boxed in the’ open when I was with 
the show. The ring wasn’t vered and 
I boxed every day, rain or shine. On 
rainy days the crowd gat there just the 
same to see me box. Boxing so much 
developed my arms and developed me 
all over. I weighed yesterday just 272 
pounds in my street clothes, and they 
are light, about 12 pounds. That makes 
me about 260. I weighed more than that 
when I began training for Johnson. 

“T always have a little layer of fat 
over my stomach and a little all over 
me. It won't come off, and I’m satis- 
fied. My muscles are loose and flex- 
ible. It’s better to be soft than muscle 
bound. And that little fat over my body 
makes a good cushion for hard punches 
to land on. It saves me from getting 
the shock. I'll be in first-class shape 
for Moran. I'm feeling fine—full of life 
and pep—and I'll be ready for Moran 
when the time comes. 

“T had many a good laugh over some 
stories in the papers that said my cold 
was only an excuse for dodging Moran. 
Wouldn't it be funny to dodge a fight 
with all that money in sight?’ Jess 
laughed again. 

Talking of his endurance in the 
Johnson fight, Jess said: 

“I surpriseq myself, I expected to 
get tired, and I felt fresher in every 
round. When he was all in I was fit 
to fight 100 rounds more.” 


Jess Doesn’t Like Fighting. 


Willard is just the same big, good- 
natured ex-cowboy that he was.a 
couple of years ago. Being champlon 
hasn’t made him in the least con- 
ceited. He’s a little more experienced 
and a littie wiser.

“You may mention Mr. Trube, how- 
ever, because as a special favor we have 
decided that when the American Am- 
bassador’s request reaches us we will 
reconsider the whole Trube case and 
order a counter investigation.”’ 

At the American embass: the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent was informed 
that Ambassador Sharp had already, 
made such a request through the Minis- 
try of Foreign Affairs. Mon. Leymarie 
emphasized the “special care and con- 
sideration taken in cases concerning 
Americans.” 

In thus weeding out those it consid- 
ers undesirables, thé French Govern- 
ment is simply exercising a State’s sov- 
ereign right of summarily ejecting any 
person whom it deems unwelcome, hence 
in the case of expelled Americans, no 
matter how high their standing, Am- 
bassador Sharp can do nothing beyond 
requesting the Ministry of Foreign Af- 
fairs to confide to him the evidence on 
which the expulsion was made or at 
least to reconsider the entire incident. 

The cCecision to reconsider the Trube 
case is a rare exception out of courtesy 
to the United States. No inkling of 
the motive for expelling Trube has been 
obtained since his departure, either py 
the United States representatives or by 
Mrs. Trube, who has remained in their 
Paris home awaiting word from her hus- 
band. 

Trube’s inquiries in the week before 
he sailed for New York were entirely 
unavailing. As far as anyone here is 
aware, there is only one thing which 
might have prejudiced ‘the authorities 
against him. That is the fact that his 
father was born in Germany. Inas- 
much as the elder Trube emigrated to 
America in his teens, and became a nat- 
uralized citizen of the United States 
45 vears ago, his German origin would 
appear to be scarcely sufficient § to 
bring his son, whose birthplace -was 
Brooklyn, into disrepute in France.

Ship Sappho Abandoned in Floes 
and Most of Men Fell Ex- 
hausted on the Ice. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World.

LONDON, March 2.—Two survivors of 


the crew of the Wilson liner Sappho, 
abandoned in the ice of the White Sea 


told a graphic story 
of their sufferings. Of the 22 men who 
formed the crew of the liner, all but 
three are believed to have perished. 

The Sappho left Archangel Nov. 2, 
and should have reached Hull about 
Christmas, but was caught in the clos- 
ing ice floes. The crew stuck by her 
until Dec. 24, when, their provisions 
running low, they decided to abandon 
her and make for land as best the7 
could. 

On Christmas day some of them lay 
down on the ice to rest, but the others 
walked about to keep from freezing. 


Keep Walking All Night. 

“About "9 at night,” said a sailor 
named Stokes, one of the survivors. 
“we started to walk again and kept on 
all night. 

“At 10 in the morning the captain said: 
‘I cannot go any farther,’ and gave the 
ship’s papers and other documents to 
the steward; but the steward would not 
leave him. 

“Nineteen of us, therefore, were 
forced to leave the captain, the stew- 
ard and one of the sailors. 

“We traveled all that day, with short 
intervals for rest for the benefit of the 
older men. One of the firemen fell into 
the water and was nearly frozen. His 
hands were stiff, and he could hardly 
move his legs. so we had to leave him 
behind. 

“The 18 remaining walked all of the 
second night until 4 the next morn- 
ing, when the younger men forged 
ahead, as the older men were handicap- 
ping them. What happened to nine of 
the others who went ahead I don't 
know, but six of us kept on another 
day. 

“We had to drag the cook for nearly 
half a mile. He was badly frostbitten 
and we cut up some blankets and tied 
up his imbs. The first mate was the

“The ideal suburbs, a cities, as 


they are called in England, would be 
in the outlying district around the circle 
of the fan. But these are matters to 
be worked out by the co-operation 2f 
all interests for the benefit of all ele- 
ments. In working [{t out the archi- 
tects must lead. They are the special- 
ists, 

“I have been privileged to see some- 
thing of the work they are doing, and 
can say that they-are doing it well. 
What they need is public support, 

“Every city must have a city plan. 
We have got into a condition in the de- 
velopment of modern’ industrial life 
where it is essential that cities becoms 
self-conscious. That fs the work of the 
architects. The beginning of it in. St. 
Louis is in Washington University, 
which is splendidly conceived in - the 
bigger way of city planning. A city 
plan ought to be carefully worked out 
and explained to the citizens, made pop- 


tion. 

“The architects are working at a 
splendid piece of work. It is not popu- 
lar yet. There are many difficulties. [* 
cannot be accomplished in a hurry. 


Cam of Education, 
“There must a campaign of educa- 


tion. That is the work an intelligent 
press can do. Chicago has ‘been six 
years in procedure. St. Louis has not 
yet launched a plan. It is all in embryo 
here. The architects are tackling it in 
the right way and the need is for the 
city to support them. 

“The press can get the people to see 
that a great city plan affects the whole 
life of the city. It is not merely a ques- 
tion of beautiful buildings here an! 
there. It affects the congestion of tral- 
fic, the health of the children, the waste 
of time to business men, the smok2 
nuisance, decent suburban dwellings an.l 
property values. 

“A city plan means very iarge study 
of life. The object is to get citizens 
to see that life and architecture are 
an identical study. 

“The planning of Washington’ Uni- 
versity on the heights is a fine plece of 
work. The selection of material and 
the color scheme are very happy. There 
is a very big question in the relation 
of the university to the city. That is 
that the university should exercise an 
influence in the esthetic development of 
the city. 


Economic Basia for Arts. 
We have got into a condition tn which 


it is absolutely essential to find an 
economic basis for the arts. They are 
essential to the development of @ city’s 
life. One of the duties of the univer- 
sity is to preach that gospel and help 
find out what the economic basis of the 
arts should be. 

“The arts, in an age of factories and 
machine labor, cannot stand by them- 
selves. They cannot compete against 
machinery. As we know from experi- 
ence that we cannot ¢do without them, 
we must find some way of suppo-ting 
them. 

“The analogy of scholarship holde 


good. We cannot do without it, so we 


endow universities. We don’t expect 
Washington University to pay its way. 
it must hava endowments. Arts in the 
city under modern conditions are in the 


same case. They require an economic
